•As I haw time at present, will 


write yow of my trip to this sunny 
Isle. W» broke camp at Columbus 
on th* 24th of January, and were In 
Charlatan, H- C, at 12 o'clock 
Wednesday noon, tbe 2Mb. On tbat 
trip w» aaw many rice Holds, which 
wore something new. though rice la 
aboBt all tbat oonld be raised there, 
for tbe land la very wet and 


ipy. It seemed as though tbe 


railroad track was on trussle road 
nearly all tbe way from Savannah, 
Ua.. to Charleston. 


"We aboarded tho transport Bara- 


toga, and sbe steamed from the 
dock at about B o'clock on the same 
day we arrived at Charleston. We 
wen sainted by all ventsls In the 
harbor as w* passed them, and as 
we passed tbe fort at tbe mouth ot 
the harbor we were saluted by a 
largo gun. 
By 4 d'clook wo worn 


o«t of night of land. 
Thero was 


nothing to be wen but sen (nil* and 
flvhofjimny.dlirorent klndi. We saw 
some very largvOib oallod porpolxe. 
Tltey followed tho boat and ato all 
trash tuat was thrown overboard. 
Tboy looked Itko ho[fl with ftnn In- 
stoad of Ivgi. 


"We had our regular military 


dnty to do while <jn board, nach as 
gnaril doty. The aflpart of the 
npper deok WM wsetl for guard 
mount. Tbe. nppor deck was (In- 
Isbed very nice. In tho strung room 
and dining room it looked as nice M 
a fine hotol. Thii was where tbe 
olBwrs staved/ We were on the 
tblrd floor Iwlow, aud slept in hum- 
mocks. OH of tbe olTloan tried to 
keep-ua below all the way aoron, 
but tbe oaplatn of the vessel said h* 
was running the boat and all that 
WM OB It, aed gav» as ptivlletei all 
over tha TiiiileKotpt on th« star- 
board tld» of th« opntr deck. That 
WM once onr ottoara did not have 
things their war. 


••About f o'clock in the evening 


on the »th, we sighted the ooast of 
Florida, and were In sight of It OB- 
rlllatelnUwwealng. We saw tha 
large boM, Palmbetch, from tto 
vessel. In themornlng on the 37tb, 
at about 4 o'clock,' there waa 'a 
Igbt bonne lighted which WM on a 
small isle, though the land oonld 
not 1» seen. After daylight we 
were again out of sight of land and 
them wasn't a sea-gull to be seen. 
Tbe air was hot for we wen In the 
gulf stream. We paused two sailing 
vessels on their way to tbe state*. 
At 11 o'clock wo sighted two moun- 
tain tops on the Island of Cnba and 
teamed In the harbor of Matanzaa 


:t o'clock. The water was too 


shallow for the vessel to steam to 
the dock, and she waa anchored In 
the center of tha harbor. 
Our 


equipment and rations were un- 
osdedilral. They were taken to 
be dock in light*™. We did not 
get off tho vessel until the 28th, 
about 10 o'clock lit tha morning.
